CHAIN OF MISHAPS,

Tremendous Exoltement at the
Grave of a Bulolda

A Woman Faiats, » Boy Falls Into the
Graye, Then the Earth Caves In, and
There is & Great Thue in
General

PriLapuLrnia, May 27.—The funeral of
Bamuel Laws, the glass-blower, who com-
mitted sulcide in Beighton, X. J,, on Fri-
day ,took p'ace from his parents’ resldinece
In Millville yesterday, and aseries of mis-
bhaps In the cometery cansyed wild excits.
ment. Fully 2,000 people crowidel aroand
the grave sl the cemetery, The crowd
strugeled about the easkeol when .t was
taken from the |bearse, and when
the lid was litted an  unkneown
woman dropped In & falnt, The excite-
ment produced by this eplsode had not
fally subsided whoen & sinnll boy fell Inte
the grave prepared for the suiclde, He
could not clamber out himself, anl it was
several minutes belore hs could be

rescusd by ball a d zen men. The
shrieks of Laws' widow oould e
heard for blocks away during all

this excltement, When the services wore
about concluded and preparations were
being mmde for lowaring the coflin into the
grave, shrioks went up from the crowd
aearest the grave The earth bhal caved
in, and the crowd foil back just (ot m» to
prevent many of them from falling lu
This caused still groater excitement, and
there was a disagreeable wait for the
grave-digger, who cams with Lis spada
snd practically redug the grave, while the
erowd atood watching in open-eyed curl-
oaity.
